MORE HEAVY RAINS 
SWELL FLOODTIDE 
IN MISSOURI RIVER 


New Threat to Mississippi 
After Fall in Upper 
Valley — $29,000,000 
Loss in State. 


Heavy rains in Kansas and Ne- 
braska swelled the flooded Mis- 
sourl River and its tributaries to- 
day, flooding additional thousands 
of acres, United States Army En- 
gineers at Kansas City estimated 
that this June's floods already 
have caused. $29,230,000 damage in 
Missouri alone. 

Verne Alexander, Kansas City 
weather bureau river forecaster, 
said the rains would produce a 
new Missouri river crest higher 
than any already reached this 
month. About 35 national and 
state highways in Missouri were 
closed because of floods. 

The upper Mississippi river 
was falling, but weathermen were 
watching carefully the belt of 
rainy weather as it moved across 
Iowa and northern Missouri. 

Two to. four inches of rain fell 
in Kansas and Nebraska yester- 
day. A similar rainfall in the 
Mississippi basin would raise the

LONDON, June 23— The foreign 
ministers of Russia, Britain and 
France will meet in Paris Friday 
to discuss United States Secretary 


George C. Marshall's plan to put 
‘Europe back on its feet. 

Moscow, where official publica- 
tions last week attacked Mar- 


shall’s aid proposals as an attempt 
to extend the “Truman doctrine” 
and “dollar diplomacy,” announced 
today Soviet agreement to have 
V. M. Molotov meet with Britain’s 
Ernest Bevin and France’s Georges 
Bidault. It suggested that the 


meeting open Friday in Paris. 

Several hours later Bevin and 
Bidault announced acceptance of 
the Soviet suggestion and that the 
talks would begin Friday. 

Today had been set by Bevin 
and Bidault as the deadline for 
Moscow’s reply to their invitation 
to a conference on the Marshall 
proposals—a plan which, one State 
Department official has said, may 
call for five billion dollars a year 
for several years. : 

Russia’s note agreeing to the 
conference was announced by 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, in a Moscow broadcast 
recorded here. The note said Eu- 
rope needed quick rehabilitation 
and that this task could be helped 
by the United States, “whose pro- 
duction potentialities, far from 
declining, increased during the 
war.” 

Announcement by , Bevin. 

Bevin told the House of Com- 
mons: “Needless to say, I wel- 
come this prompt reply by the 
Soviets. The talks accordingly will 
commence in Paris on Friday and 
I trust that good results will fol- 
low from them. 

“Fhe Soviet Government agrees 
that the primary problem of Eu- 
ropean countries at present is the 
quickest possible reconstruction 
and further development of their 
national economy which has been 
destroyed by the war.”

WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP)— 
President Truman, going part way 
with Republican Senator Vanden- 
berg, has appointed 19 leaders of 
business, labor, agriculture, educa- 


tion and research as a “non-parti- 
san” committee to advise him on 
how much help can “safely and 
wisely” be sent abroad by the 
United States. 

The “impact upon our domestic 
economy” of such aid is of “grave 
concern to every American” and 
“merits most careful study,” said 
Truman’s announcement last 
night. 

The President took the words 
“safely and wisely” from the call 
Vandenberg sounded 10 days ago 
for'a council of Democrats and 
Republicans to help set the limits 
within which this Government can 
give economic help to foreign na- 
tions. 

Hoover Not Named. 

Whether Vandenberg, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, and his Republican 
colleagues will be satisfied re- 
mained to be seen.

He pointed out there have been 
only four traffic deaths and no 
appreciable increase in other ma-

Traffic accidents involving in- 


gan. None of the deaths occurred 
during rush hours, nor were they 
attributable to heavy traffic con- 
ditions, he said. 

In the first nine days of the 
strike, accidents in which there 
were injuries or serious damage 
totaled 206, compared with 170 in 
the preceding nine days. 

Arrests for traffic violations of 
all kinds have shown a decrease— 
from 1914 to 1835 in the first nine 
days of the strike. Most of this 
decrease is accounted for by the 
drop in arrests downtown for min- 
or offenses, like parking in re- 
stricted zones. There were only 
148 such arrests, compared with 


263 in the preceding nine days.

LABOR BILL A LAW 
AS SOON AS VOTE 
WAS ANNOUNCED 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (UP)— 
When the Senate overrode Presi- 
dent Truman‘s veto of the labor 
bill it became a law automotically 
when the presiding officer an- 
nounced the official veto, accord- 
ing to Senate staff officials. 

Senate Parliamentarian Charles 
Watkins said the bill became law 
then—even before it is signed by 
Senate Secretary Carl A. Loeffler. 

Only a few of the act’s multiple 
provisions are effective imme- 
diately. Most of them do not 
take effect for another 60 days. 


House Clerk John Andrews, al- 
ready has signed it. Loeffler was 
slated to sign it within a few min- 
utes after Senate passage. 

Now the measure goes back to 
the House clerk for delivery to

Main Provisions 


Act, Nation’s New Labor Law 


of Taft-Hartley 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP)— 
Here are the major provisions of 
the Taft-Hartley bill which be- 
came law today when the Senate 
overrode President Truman’s veto 
of the bill: 

1, It would permit the Govern- 
ment to obtain an 80-day injunc- 
tion against any strike threaten- 
ing a national emergency, such 
as a coal tie-up, while conciliators 
attempted to settle the dispute. If 
all settlement efforts failed, the 
President would refer the dispute 
to Congress. 

2. It would outlaw future closed 
shop contracts, under which em- 
ployers may hire only union mem- 
bers. It would permit the more 
common union shop only when a 
majority of workers vote for it. 
Under a union shop agreement, 
the employer may hire anyone, but 
workers must join the union with- 
in a fixed time. 

3. It would prohibit jurisdiction- 
al strikes and secondary boycotts, 
and would empower the National 
Labor Relations Board to obtain 
injunctions against them. Juris- 
dictional strikes are those called 
to force an employer to help one 


union against another in a dispute 
over which union should do cer- 
tain work; secondary boycotts 
seek to force one company not to 
deal with another concern. 

4. It would outlaw union-con- 
trolled health and welfare funds 
which have been established since 
Jan. 1, 1946, 

5. It would make unions liable 
for unfair labor practices, as em- 
ployers already are. Unions would 
be subject to suit for breach of 
contract and damages resulting 
from jurisdictional strikes and 
secondary boycotts. 

6. It would release employers 
from any obligation to bargain 
collectively with foremen who 
have the authority to hire and 
fire workers. 

7. It would bar unions from 
charging “excessive or discrimina- 
tory” dues or initiation fees, mak- 
ing the NLRB the judge as to 
what fees are excessive or dis- 
criminatory. 

8. It would guarantee to em- 
ployers freedom of speech in their 
dealings with workers, provided 


their statements about unions are 
not coercive or threatening.

But Senators Sparkman (Dem.), 
Alabama, and Lucas (Dem.), II- 
nois, were the only Senators who 
voted May 13 when the Senate 
passed the bill who changed their 
stand today. Both voted to sus- 
tain the President's veto. They 
previously had voted for passage 
of the measure. 

Senators Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, and Overton (Dem.), 
Louisiana, who were absent when 
the Senate first passed the bill, 
voted to override the veto. 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, who has opposed passage of 
the measure May 13, did not vote 
today, although his position was 
announced as opposing overriding 
the veto. Wagner is gravely ill in 
New York. 

Also absent was Senator Elbert 
Thomas (Dem.), Utah, who is in 
Geneva as a delegate to the In- 
ternational Labor Organization. 

Twenty-two of the Democratie 
members voted to sustain the 
President; 20 to override his veto. 
In addition, the two absent Demo- 
cratic members, Wagner and 
Thomas, were announced as 
against overriding the veto. 

(The United Press pointed out 
that even if both had been pre- 
sent and had voted to sustain the 
veto, the outcome would not have 
been changed.) 

The split among Republicans 
was 48 for, three against over- 
riding the veto. 

CIO to Study Situation. 

Immediately after the Senate 
vote, CIO President Philip Mur- 
ray said: 

“The situation which now con- 
fronts American labor resulting 
from the passage of the Taft- 
Hartley bill will be assessed by 
the executive board of the CIO at 
a meeting scheduled for Friday, 
June 27, in Washington. 

AFL President William Green 
said the law will “force wide 
spread warfare” on the American 
industrial front. He announced 
an immediate campaign for its 
repeal. Green added: “Congress 
has made a tragic mistake.” 

The new law provides for Gow 
ernment injunctions to halt na- 
tional emergency strikes for at 
least 80 days. It also bars the 
closed shop and amends the 
Wagner Act to restrict some other 
union activities. 

The result was a major victory 
for the Republican-controlled 
Congress over Truman, Last week 
the House sustained by a two 
vote margin the President's veto 
of the four-billion-dollar Repub

TEXAS CITY BURIES 
ITS 63 UNIDENTIFIED 
DISASTER VICTIMS

TEXAS. CITY, Tex., June 23 
(AP)—Texas City today returned 
to its job of reconstruction after 
pausing briefly, 67 days after the 
disasterous April explosion, to 
bury its unidentified dead. 

Sixtychree caskets were low- 
ered into six trench-like graves 
yesterday at a small memorial 
cemetery on the city’s outskirts 
opposite the wrecked waterfront 
area. 

Among the 2200 persons attend- 
ing the all-faith services were 
relatives and friends of the 
nearly 100 persons still Uisted as 
missing. Many were relatives 
who already had identified and 
claimed 405 bodies of other vic- 
tims. 

There were few tears yester- 
day in the 20-minute services in 
which five clergymen took part. 
Following the benediction, how- 
ever, several mothers and wives 
of missing victims collapsed and 
were given first aid treatment. 

The quiet crowd stood patiently 
in the hot sun during a two-hour 


delay caused by late arrival of 
the bodies from the Camp Wal- 
lace morgue,

These statements were contained 
in a 150-page white paper, com- 
piled by the Communists with 
some help from Soviet occupation 
forces and released yesterday. 

The white paper quoted Maj. 
Gen. Zoltan Szugyi, now in prison, 
as saying in a deposition that 
three British officers were on 
hand for negotiations with Aus- 
trian royalists late in 1946 —— 
at “the restoration of the Hape 
burgs both in Hungary and Aus- 
tria.” 
Accusation Against Nagy. 
Two other men—Bela Kovacs, 
former secretary general of Nagy’s 
majority Smallholders’ party, and 
Paul Jaczko, Smallholders deputy 
—were quoted as saying in deposi- 
tions that Nagy had ordered for- 
mation of an armed group “for 
the struggle for power in Hun- 
gary” on behalf of the party in 
event of an anticipated Commu- 
nist attempt at a putsch. 

Nagy, while on vacation in 
Switzerland, resigned a few weeks 
ago under Communist criticism 
based on Kovacs’ deposition. Sub- 
sequently United States and Brit- 
ish authorities asked the Russians 
to let them see this deposition but 
were refused. Nagy, now in 
Washington, has denied charges 
made in it. 

Other parts of the white paper 
said Nagy had “tried to make 
Hungary the southeastern Euro- 
pean economic and political base 
of the United States.” 

Gen. Szugyi was commander of 


the Szest Laszlo Division, which 
fought on the Axis side in the 
war and surrendered to British 
troops May 12, 1945.

Statement by Tass. 

The text of the Tass dispatch 
announcing Soviet acceptance of 
the British-French invitation fol- 
lows: 

“As already reported, on June 
19, the British Ambassador in 


Moscow, Sir Maurice Peterson, and 
the Charge d'Affairs of France 
in the U.S. S. R., Mr. (M. P.) Char- 
pentier, remitted notes of the Brit- 
ish and French governments in- 
viting the Soviet Government to 
take part in a conference of the 
three ministers of foreign affairs 
on the subject of assistance to 
European countries on the part of 
the U.. S. R. 

“In thig connection, the Soviet 
Government sent the French Gov- 
ernment the following note on 
June 22: 

The Soviet Government has 
acquainted itself with the note of 
the French Government of June 
19 concerning preparation of Eu- 
ropean economic programs in con- 
nection with the statement made 
by Secretary Marshall at Harvard 
University on June 5, which was 
the subject .of bi-partite negotia- 
tions between the British and 
French ministers of foreign af- 
fairs in Paris. 

The Soviet Government agrees 
that at present the primary task 
of European countries is the 
speediest possible rehabilitation 
and further development of their 
national economies disrupted by 
the war. It is self-evident that 
this task could be facilitated if 
assistance conforming to the above 
alms were rendered by the United 
States of America, whose produc- 
tion potentialities, far from de- 
clining, increased during the war. 

Although the Soviet Govern- 
ment does not at present dispose 
of information concerning the na- 
ture and terms of possible eco- 
nomic assistance to European 
countries on the part of the Unit- 
ed States, or concerning measures 
which were discussed by the 
French and British, governments 
during the recent negotiations in 
Paris, the Soviet Government 
nevertheless accepts the proposal 
of the French and British govern- 
ments and agrees to take part in 
a conference of the three minis- 
ters of foreign affairs. In the 
opinion of the Soviet Government, 
such a conference could take place 
in Paris on June 27,’ 

“An identical note was sent to 
the British Government.” 

Yesterday the Moscow radio 
broadcast an editorial from Prav- 
da, Moscow Communist party 
newspaper, which, without men- 
tioning the Marshall proposal, ex- 
pressed the Soviet Union’s desire 
to co-operate “peacefully and in 
a businesslike manner, regardless 
of the differences in economic 
systems, with all countries which 
are equally sincere in their desire 
to co-operate.” 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTOR 
PROTEST AT WHITE HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, June 33 (UP)— 
A band of 40 black-garbed “mourn- 
ers” bearing a coffin labeled “Jus- 
dice,“ picketed the White House 
yesterday to protest against Presi- 
dent Truman’s failure to declare 
amnesty for conscientious objec- 
tors and other Selective Service 
violators who still are in prison. 

The procession was staged by 
the National Committee for Am- 
nesty of New York City, and the 
Philadelphia Committee for Am- 
nesty. 


SENATE BODY UPS 
FUND VOTED FOR 
NAVY BY ROUSE 


Committee Increase Will 
Give Nation Well-Bal. 
anced Fleet,’ Senator 
Saltonstall Says. 


WASHINGTON, June 23 4AP)— 
The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee today added $176,500,000 to 
the Navy appropriation voted by 
the House—an increase which Sen- 


ator Saltonstall (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, declared will give the na- 
tion “a powerful, well-balanced 
fighting fleet.” 

The measure approved by the 
committee will give the Navy: 

A personnel strength of 395,000 
enlisted men and 43,000 officers; 
an active fleet of 293 combat 
ships, and 5798 aircraft, exclusive 
of those used for reserve training. 

This is 1000 more officers and 

40,000 more men than allowed by 
the House bill; 24 more combat 
ship, and 252 more aircraft. 
. Saltonstall, chairman of the 
subcommittee which considered 
details of the program, declared 
the net effect of the changes 
voted today would be to add 315. 
500,000 in usable appropriations to 
the sum voted by the House. He 
explained that, rwhile $176,500,000 
in new money was voted, the Sen- 
ate group rescinded an addition- 
al $161,000,000 in carry-over appro- 
priations. s

WILMINGTON, Calif., June 23 
{(AP)—At least two, and probably 
14, men were dead here today fol- 
lowing a $10,000,000 explosion early 
yesterday in Los Angeles harbor, 
which only fate and foresight ap- 
parently kept from becoming an- 
other “Texas City.” 

The 11,083-ton tanker Markay 
blew up with 2,940,000 gallons of 


fuel in a triple explosion that 
razed several docks and missed 


igniting huge petroleum storage 


tanks only because of favorable 
winds. Wilmington is 23 miles 
from downtown Los Angeles. 

Two bodies were recovered from 
the harbor shortly after the blast. 
Searchers planned to remove oth- 
er bodies which were spotted on

Cause of the explosion was un- 
determined, but crew members 
charged the operating company, 
Keystone Shipping Co., of Phila- 
delphia, with negligence. A com- 
pany agent, however, declared that 
“all ordinary precautions and 
many more” were observed. 

At least 15 crew meinbers were 
believed aboard the Markay, 
which had been loading high 
octane gasoline, when the first 
Dlast split the 520-foot vessel at 
2:05 a.m. Flames leaping 200 feet 
or more, engulfed the ship, and 
licked across oil flows to the 
American President Lines docks. 

Story of Survivor. 

Awakened crewmen scrambled 
down hawsers. A survivor, Donald 
D. Grams, 20 years old, of Augus- 
ta, Wis. one of the signers of 
the crewmen’s complaint, said: 

“The whole main deck was in

Shell dock workers among the 
missing. 

Other Vessels Saved. 

No other vessels were lost, but 
the Maunalei, a Matson freighter, 
narrowly escaped. Fireboats and 
Navy vessels saved it. Five near- 
by vessels were quickly moved 
out of danger. 

The Texas Co.’s office was 
smnashed by a huge steel chunk 
which hurtled 800 feet from the 
Markey. Two adjacent ware- 
houses looked as if a giant had 
walked on them. All windows in 
another four-story warehouse were 
shattered. 

Residents of Long Beach, seven 
miles away, were jolted from their 
sleep. 

Police Lt. George Robertson re- 
ported the Markay was loading 
butane, but this was denied by 
both Shell and Keystone represen- 
tatives. Port Warden Frank Hig- 
bee declared it was gasoline. 

Attesting the volatility of the 
cargo was an order on a United 
Vowing Co. tug which read: 

“No smoking will be permitted 
while the S.S. Markay is loading 
Shell dock—on any of our barges 
or tugs.”

OFFICER OF AN AFL 
LOCAL OUSTED FOR 
ALLEGED RED LINK 


PHILADELHPIA, June 23 (AP) 
— The AFL Upholsterers Interna- 
tional Union today dismissed Peter 
J. Warhol, 36-year-old Minneapo- 
lis local officer, from union mem- 
bership on charges he violated a 
union bylaw forbidding adherence 


to Communist principles. 


The executive board unanimous- 
ly upheld a three-man trial board 
which heard Warhol's case in Min- 
neapolis last April 15, 16 and 17. 


The union bylaw states that no 
Communist, Fascist or Nazi, or a 
believed in their principles, prac- 
tices or theories may hold office. 
A union spokesman said it was 
first time in the annals of Ameri- 
can labor that a local officer was 
tried by a union, found to have 
Communistic leanings, and en- 
pelled from office and the union. 
At the Minneapolis trial, Inter-. 
national President Sal B. Hoff- 
man, who acted as prosecutor, de- 
clared the union bylaw barred 
Communists from office “because 
we know that American Commu- 
nists are agents of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment.” 
Warhol, who was business agent 
for Minneapolis Local 61 for 10 
years, categorically denied the ac- 
cusations of Communist affilia- 
tion and cited 20 months’ army 
service in World War II as proof 
of his loyalty. 

The trial records show he ac- 
knowledged that at one time he 
was a Communist party member 
and that he believed in the prin- 
ciples of Communism. 

Warhol was not present at the 
executive board meeting today. 


RAMADIER PROGRAM APPROVED 
OVER PROTEST OF WORKERS 


PARIS, June 23 (UP)—While 
5000 protesting workers demon- 
strated angrily in the streets, the 
French National Assembly's f- 
nance commission reversed itself 
today and approved Premier Paul 
Ramadier’s belt-tightening eco- 
nomic program.

Ramadier’s program ealis for 


Three From Kansas City 
Tell of Seeing Debris 
in Voyage Here in 20- 
Foot Craft. 


Three bedraggled and bewhis- 
kered river voyagers tied up their 
20-foot skiff at the foot of Wash- 
ington avenue last Saturday night 
after a 392-mile trip down the 
Missouri and Mississippi rivers 
from Kansas City and pronounced 
it “a good trip.” 

They were William H. Watson, 
53-year-old steelworker; his son, 
Robert, 22, and a nephew, James 
Hayworth, 23, all of Kansas City. 
For young Watson the trip was 
a kind of busman’s holiday. He 
returned recently on leave from 
his job of ship’s cook on a mer- 
chant vessel in time to accompany 
his father and cousin on the trip. 
They started last Monday. 
Interviewed at the home of his 
brother, Leander P. Watson, 1339 
Telegraph road, Lemay, the elder 
Watson said the worst feature of 
the trip was not the high water 
so much as the rain and mosqui- 
toes. “We camped each night on 
the river bank, when we were able 
to find one, that is, and it rained 
most of the time.” 

“One night,“ he continued, “we 
rowed up a creek near Gladstone 
and found a squatter’s shack near 
the bank. We knocked on his 
door and asked for permission to 
sleep there. He took one look at 
us and said, ‘Go ahead and kill 
me—lI'm just waiting here for the 
undertaker anyway. When we ex- 
plained we were just river trav- 
elers he looked less terrified. By 
the time we had cooked up a 
mess of bacon, eggs and potatoes 
and shared it with him he mel- 
lowed considerably and appeared 
to enjoy our company.” 
Apparently endless expanses of 
water with huge trees floating 
down the current was the way 
Watson described the river. The 
swiftness of the water eliminated 
heavy work with the oars but con- 
stant attention was necessary to 
keep the boat headed downstream 
in the teeth of the headwinds, he 
said. They saw one house lying 
shatered against a pile of drift 
wood but without sign of life, and 
observed numerous levee breaks. 
A Coast Guard plane, advised of 
their intentions, kept watch over 
them most of the time. 

“I'm crazy about the river,“ 
Watson said. “In 1912 I spent 
four years cruising from Kansas 
City to New Orleans in a home- 
made houseboat with a stern 
wheel. When the water goes down, 
I want to make the trip to St. 
Louis again with a little more 
time for fishing.”

Tornadoes Hit 3 Towns. 
Tornadoes which struck at 
Loomis, Oxford and Gothenburg, 
left one person dead, injured at 
least nine persons, 

Already sodden by previous 
floods and incessant rains, thou- 
saids of rich cropland acres were 
unable to absorb the new rain, 
which was left standing to choke 
off much wheat and corn. 
Tetanus and anti-typhoid injec- 
tions were flown into Cambridge. 
The city water system failed and 
the Red Cross arranged for pro- 
vision of lister bags to purify 
drinking water. 
Houses were sent sprawling 
from their foundations and large 
slaps of pavement shifted by the 
waters in Cambridge. H. E. Rob- 
inson, project engineer for the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation, said damage 
would total “hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars.” 
Mayor Lloyd C. Richardson es- 
timated the Cambridge homeless 
at 100. Many were cared for at 
the high school, where cots were 
set up in the auditorium, 

Mails Washed Out. 
As the storm moved eastward 
hundreds of miles of railroad 
track were washed out and new 
flooding occurred. The Burling- 
ton railroad reported only one 
line of its Nebraska network was 
open yesterday.

DEALERS 10 MEET

N PRICE OF BREAD 


Boost by All Major 
Wholesale Bakeries to 
‘at Least Some’ Retail- 
ers in Area Reported. 


A meeting of the executive 
board of the Greater St. Louis 
Retail Food Dealers’ Association 
Was called for tonight as all lead- 
ing wholesale bakeries were re- 
ported to have increased their 
price on bread. 

Francis A. Lenz, secretary of 
the association, said grocers from 
East St. Louis and St. Charles 
county, as well as from St. Louis 
and St. Louis county will be rep- 
resented at tonight’s meeting at 
which a policy will be determined 
on the bread price rise question. 
The association had attempted to 
resist the price increase. 

As long as several large bak- 
keries refrained from iner 
wholesale prices from 10 cents to 
11 cents for a one-pound loaf, 
members of the association Satur- 
day were refusing to handle bread 
of bakeries which put the one 
cent rise in force, Today, how- 
ever, Lenz said the situation was 
confused. 

“All the main bakeries have 
raised their price to some gro- 
cers,” he said, “but are continuing 
to charge the old price in a few 
instances.” Retail prices of bread 
generally had been boosted from 
12 to 13 cents a loaf, he added, 
but this, increase, too, was not in 
force in all stores. 

The Hauck Bakery Co., told the 
Post-Dispatch its price had been 
increased today. Two other bak- 
eries, which had not boosted the 
price Saturday, refused to say, 
today, whether the price had been 
increased. They are the Colonial 
Baking Co. and the Taystee Bak- 
ing Co. Lenz said both had in- 
creased, at least to some grocers. 

The first of the new winter 
wheat crop sold on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange here at $2.58 
a bushel for No. 1 red, and $2.57% 
for No. 2, today. Although this is 
higher than the price a year ago, 
when price control was still in 
force and No. 2 red winter wheat 
was $1.97 a bushel, it is consider- 
ably lower than the market peak 
last March, $3 a bushel.

A coalition of Democrats and a 
few Republicans fought the bill 
to the last. They had delayed 
the vote until today with filibus- 
tering tactics during a 30-hour 
continuous session that ended 
Saturday night. 

Before crowded galleries, sup- 
porters of the bill and backers of 
the veto fought the ballot all over 
again in a three-hour period be- 
fore the showdown came. 

The Senate action placed on 
President Truman and his ad- 
ministration the enforcement of a 
law that he defined flatly in his 
veto message as “unworkable” 
and “a clear threat to the suc- 
cessful working of our democratic 
society.” 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, one 
of the authors of the measure, ex- 
pressed confidence, however, that 
Truman would do his best to ad- 
minister it.

DRAMA IN FINAL

WASHINGTON, June 23— The 
desperate fight of the Senate mi- 
nority to muster the few extra 
votes they need to uphold Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto of the labor 
bill was packed with drama. 

At an early hour today, a be- 
hind-the-scenes debate raged on 
the question of asking Senator 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, to 
risk his life to come to Washing- 
ton and vote to sustain the 
President's veto. Wagner is the 
father of the National Labor Re- 
lations Act, which would be dras- 
tically modified by the pending 
measure. 

He is seriously ill in a New 
York City hospital. He is willing 
to be carried to Washington. 

Mayor O’Dwyer, who conferred 
with Wagner yesterday, was pre- 
pared to charter a private rail- 
road car and hook it onto a train 
arriving in Washington in time 
for this afternoon's vote. 

Wagner's physicians, however, 
told the Mayor they would not ac- 
cept responsibility for what might 
happen to their patient as a re- 
sult of the journey. 

Philip Murray, CIO president 
and a close friend of both 
O'Dwyer and Wagner, himself was 
unwilling to take a chance with 
Wagner's life. 

The Trans-Atlantic radio tele- 
phone channels buzzed over the 
weekend with apparently fruitless 
efforts to persuade Senator Elbert 
Thomas (Dem.), Utah, to fly from 
Geneva, Switzerland, to cast his 
vote to sustain the President.

Both Sides Study Plan. 


The new proposal was sub- 
mitted by Mayor Kaufmann and 
the two United States Conciliation 
Service commissioners present for 
the dispute, at today’s first ses- 
sion of the long series of City Hall 
conferences on the strike. 


The meeting began at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon and a quarter of an 
hour later the union and company 
representatives went into separate 
discussions, They were urged by 
the plan’s sponsors to give it “long 
and earnest consideration,“ not 
hasty judgment. 

Meanwhile it was announced 
that the union membership would 
meet in two groups tomorrow, at 
10 a.m. and 2 p.m., at Carpenters’ 
Hall, Grand boulevard and Cozens 
avenue, to hear developments in 
the negotiations, They could act 
on the new proposal, and their 
approval could put it into effect, 
if company officials also accept. 

Today's proposal is designed to 
meet the insistence of the com- 
pany that the question of validity 
of the June 10 award be disposed 
of first. It seeks to meet the de- 
mand of the union for a fresh ar- 
bitration also, but limited by the 
proviso for settlement of the con- 
troversy over validity of the old 
finding. 

Schwellenbach Board Rejected. 

A proposal by the union for a 
new arbitration board, appointed 
by Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach, advanced yesterday, was re- 
jected by the company this morn- 
ing. Announcement of the rejec- 
tion was made by John L. Wilson, 
company president, to reporters at

avenue. 

Two representatives of the pub- 
lie were invited by the Mayor to 
join the conference this afternoon, 
it was announced by the Mayor's 
secretary, Fred Hume Jr. They

Echoing earlier statements of 
hopelessness by the Mayor and 
one of the Conciliation Service 
men, Wilson told reporters he saw 
no prospect of early settlement. 

“The company,” Wilson said to 
reporters at his office, “is reject- 
ing the union proposal because it 
does not determine anything 
about the validity of the award, 
and because we are not in accord 
with having the Secretary of 
Labor select members of an arbi- 
tration board.” 

Wilson, who had invited report- 
ers to confer with him, told of the 
rejection in response to a question. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter then 
asked him why the company op- 
posed action by the Secretary of 
Labor. His response was that the 
company’s principal objection was 
over failure to deal first with va- 
lidity of the old attempted award. 
Pressed as to his objections to the 
Secretary of Labor, he said: “It's 
useless to answer that question.” 

“We are open to any fair and 
equitable means for determining 
validity of the award,” the com- 
pany head added. 

Wilson was asked why the com- 
pany had been willing to waive 
the determination of validity of 
the old award, when it agreed 
last week to submit the contro- 
versy to the Missouri Publio Serv- 
ice Commission for arbitration, 
under an old state statute. 


“We were willing to drop that 
question in going before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission,” he re- 
plied, “because we are under 
complete jurisdiction of the com- 
mission in all phases of operation, 
and we cannot stand up and tell 
the commission it cannot decide 
the case. The commission has no 
authority to determine validity of 
the (old) award.” 

As to this phase of the contro- 
versy in arbitration by any other 
agency, Wilson said: “We are not 
willing for any group to arbitrate 
on this ich cannot pass on 
validity of the old award.” 

Concerning the possibility of a 
company request for an increase 
in fares, to meet a wage increase, 
which has been suggested by the 
union, Wilson declared: “The com- 
pany hasn't any definite plans for 
seeking an increase in fares, but 
it is evident, I think, that some 
fare adjustment will be necessary, 
even with a $1.22% wage scale 
(the attempted arbitration 
award).” ! 

‘Transit Business Off. 

Public Service Co. passenger 
volume for 1947 has been running 
about 4 per cent below that of 
1946, the company’s peak year, 
said Wilson, but in comparison he 
stated that the loss of business 
was running 5.6 per cent in other 
comparable cities. 

A statement of anticipated 
Public Service Co, finances for 
1947, based on the $1.22% 
operators’ wage level of the 


recent award, was 
issued by Wilson, This showed 
an expected deficit of $432,000, 
compared with net income of 
$1,509,390 last year. If these fig- 
ures proved to be true at the end 
of the year, there would be 
nothing left for dividends or ad- 
dition to surplus, but instead the 
company would have to draw 
against the $4,082,803 surplus left 
at the end of 1946. So far this 
year the company has declared 
two dividends, aggregating more 
than $700,000. 

This statement anticipated 
gross operating revenue of $26,- 
000,000 this year, compared with 
last year’s peak of $27,021,520, and 
operating expenses this year of 
$26,200,000, against last year’s peak 
of $24,117,859. It was based on 
virtually the same car and bus 
mileage this year as last. 

Denies Board Was Dissolved. 

With reference to the union as- 
sertion that the old abritration 
board was dissolved by the with- 
drawal of two of its members, 
Jules E. Kohn, representing the 
company, and O. David Zimring, 
for the union, Wilson insisted that 
was not possible, as only the 
company and the union them- 
selves covld dissolve it. He re- 
viewed company contentions as to 
the status of that board and its 
award, and cited a letter from 
Kohn denying that Kohn had met 
with any other member to dis- 
solved the board. The attempted

Kohn had telephoned Wilson at 
the latter’s home the evening of 
June 6 and told the company head 
that Chairman Abeken had pro- 
posed the $1.22% wage award. 
Wilson said he advised Kohn this 
Was acceptable to the company 
and authorized him to sign at that 
level, which was higher than the 
wage Kohn had beén previously 
authorized to agree to. However, 
Wilson related, Kohn informed 
him later he decided against sign- 
ing because Zimring would not 
sign, and Kohn felt the board 
should be unanimous. 

It was maintained by Wilson 
that the union’s old contract, 
which had a no-strike clause, 
should have continued in force 
pending settlement of the arbitra- 
tion controversy. He said that for 
each hour a car or bus operator 
Was at work under the past wage 
scale of $1.08 the actual cost to 
the company was $1.33, due to ac- 
cumulation of overtime pay and 
various so-called fringe adjust- 
ments.

In his 
19-page opinion, Justice Black de- 
clared in this connection that the 
“crucial question of the merits is 
not merely who owns the bare 
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legal title to the lands under the 
marginal sea.” 

“The United States here asserts 
rights in the capacities transcend- 
ing those of a mere property own- 
er,” Black said. “In one capacity 
it asserts the right and responsi- 
bility to exercise whatever power 
and dominion are necessary to 
protect this country against dan- 
gers to the security and tranquil- 
‘ity of its people incident to the 
fact that the United States is lo- 
cated immediately adjacent to the 
ocean.” 

Justice Black then went on: 
“The government aiso appears 
(in this case) in its capacity as a 
member of the family of nations. 
In that capacity it is responsible 
for conducting United States re- 
lations with other nations. 


“It (the United States) asserts 
that proper exercise of these con- 
stitutional responsibilities requires 


by state commitments, always to 
determine what agreements will 
be made concerning the control 
and use of the marginal sea and 
the land under it. 

“In the light of the foregoing, 
our question is whether the state 
or the federal government has 
the paramount right and power to 
determine in the first instance, 
when, how and by what agencies, 
foreign or domestic, the oil and 
other resources of the soil of the 
marginal sea known or hereafter 
discovered, may be- exploited.” 
Comment on Earlier Ruling. 
California, in pressing its claims 
to the lands, pointed to a previous 
ruling that Alabama owned tide- 
lands between high and low water 
marks. 

On that point, the Supreme 
Court majority commented: 

“We cannot say that the 13 orig- 
inal colonies separately acquired 
ownership to the three-mile belt 
or the soil under it, even if they 
did acquire elements of the sov- 
ereignty of the English crown by 
their revolution against it.” 

The Supreme Court held that 
the three-mile limit of ownership 
was only a “nebulous suggestion” 
at the time of the revolution and 
that the claim was originated by 
the United States Federal Gov- 
ernment, 

The court added that the gov- 
ernment’s assertion of national 
dominion over the three-mile belt 
is binding upon the court. 

Black asserted that, “whatever 
any nation does in the open sea, 
which detracts from its common 
usefulness to nations, or which 
another nation may charge de- 
tracts from its, is a question for 
consideration among nations as

United States District Judge 
Walter J. La Buy of Chicago, 
had held the law invalid, Judge 
La Buy ruled the law violated 
the first (free speech), fifth 
(right to due process of law) and 
13th (prohibition of involuntary 
servitude) amendments to the 
constitution. The Government ap- 
pealed the decision. 

Case Gréw Out of Strike. 

Petrillo was accused of violating 
the Act by calling a strike at Chi- 
cago Radio Station WAAF. The 
strike was in support of a demand 
that the station hire three addi- 
tional record librarians, although 
WAAF said extra employes were 
not needed, The station was 
picketed. 

The court majority ruled that 
the Lea Act is not beyond the 
power of Congress in its regula- 
tion of interestate commerce. The 
case was remanded to the trial 
court. 

Justice Frankfurter in concurr- 
ing with this finding in his spe- 
cial-opinion added the belief that: 

“It would be a usurpation of the 
legislative authority for us to find 
that thefe was no basis in reason 
for the judgment of Congress that 
the public interest called for legis- 
lation to deal with what is col- 
loquially called ‘feather bedding’ in 
connection with the broadcasting 
business.” 

Justice Black referred to Petril- 
lo’s attack on the law as vague. 


He said that the high court could 


not uphold the law “if we agreed 
with the contention (by Petrillo) 
that persons of ordinary intelli- 
gence would be unable to know 
when their compulsive actions 
would force a person against his

He added that the actual] issues 
involved in this case and the oil 
over which the state and federal 
governments contend might well 
become the subject of internation- 
al dispute and settlement. 

In the argument last March 
Clark and a special assistant, 
Arnold Raum presented the Gov- 
ernment’s side. Burden of the 
state’s defense was borne by Wil- 
liam W. Clary, special assistant 
Attorney General of California. 
Clary was aided in his arguments 
by Leander I. Shelled of New 
York, representing the Associa- 
tion of Port Authorities; Fred N. 
Howser, California Attorney Gen- 
eral, and Price Daniel, Attorney 
General of ‘Texas, representing 
the National Association of At- 
torneys General. They acted as 
intervenors, or friends of the 
court. 

Elaborating on material pre- 
viously submitted in heavy 
briefs, Clary declared that when 
California was admitted to the 
Union in 1850 it was specifially 
given rights to the soil beneath 
navigable waters within the 
boundaries of the new state. 
These boundaries, he argued, ex- 
plicitly ‘included the so-called 
marginal sea subsoil, from low 
tide to the three-mile limit. 

Repercussions of the tidelands 
oil case reached feverish propor- 
tions in the capital last year. After 
the Department of Justice filed its 
complaint against the State of 
California, a West Coast oil lobby, 
as revealed in a series of articles 
by the Post-Dispatch, joined with 
officials of the state in seeking to 
push through Congress legislation 
that would have renounced federal 
claim to the marginal land and 
blocked a ruling by the Supreme 
Court. 

At the height of the Post-Dis- 
patch’s campaign against the quit- 
claim bill President Truman nom- 
inated Pauley to be Under Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

This set off a bitter battle in 
the Senate, climaxed by Pauley’s 
withdrawal when it became ap- 
parent that he could not be con- 
firmed. 

Meanwhile Harold L. Ickes, who 
opposed Pauley’s confirmation re- 
signed as Secretary of the Interior 
when his cabinet position became 
untenable as a result of a clash 
with the President over the Pauley 
nomination. 

Sponsors of the quitclaim bill 
succeeded in passing the measure 
in House and Senate; but in a 
stinging veto Truman fully sup- 
ported the Post-Dispatch position 
that the right of the Supreme 
Court to rule on the ‘issue should 
not be blocked by special legisia- 
tion. The veto was sustained by 
the House.

court’s 5-4 decision. Justice Mur- 
phy wrote a dissent in which Jus- 
tices Black and, Rutledge joined. 
Justice Douglas noted a dissent. 


Defense Arguments. 

The attorney for Fay and Bove 
told the Supreme Court that under 
New York’s “blue ribbon jury” 
system laborers and persons of 


humble station in life are ex- 
cluded from the jury. 

He said both men would be ac- 
quitted if given a trial before a 
jury “made up of a true cross- 
section of the community.” 

When the charges were brought, 
Fay was vice president of the In- 
ternational Union of Operating 
Engineers and Bove was vice pres- 
ident of the International Hod 
Carriers, Building and Common 
Laborers’ Union of America. 

Fay, of Newark, N. J., and Bove, 
of Long Island City, Queens, N. T., 
were convicted March 15, 1948, 
and on April 5, 1945, were sen- 
tenced to eight and one-half to 16 
years each in prison. 

A special jury in State Supreme 
Court had found them guilty of 
extorting $62,000 and conspiracy 
to extort $280,000 from contractors 
of New York City’s $300,000,000 
Delaware water project. 

The court unanimously upheld 
appointment of a conservator for 
the Long Beach (Calif.) Federal 
Savings & Loan Association, re- 
jecting contentions that a section 
of the Federal Home Owners Act 
—under which the conservator 
was appointed — as unconstitu- 
tional. 


Anti-Trust Case Upheld. 
The court upheld a United 
States District Court ruling that 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., 


Inc., National Lead Co., and Titan 
Company, Inc., have violated the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 

Justice Burton delivered the 
court’s 4-3 decision. Justice Doug- 
las wrote an opinion dissenting in 
part. Justices’ Murphy and Rut- 
ledge cdncurred with Douglas. 
Justices Black and Jackson took 
no part. 

The district court held the firms 
had combined to restrain foreign 
and domestic trade in titanium 
compounds which are used in 
making paint, paper, rubber, glass 
and other industrial products,

rapid succession, At the receiving 
end, the pages are reproduced by 
new high-speed photographic pro- 
cesses for quick delivery.” 

Trammell told a Senate Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce sub- 
committee that the new process 
may mean that the newspaper of 
the future will be delivered by 
radio, 

“Many radio broadcasters of to- 
day will become the electronic 
publishers of tomorrow,” he pre- 
dicted in his testimony. 

“Radio newspapers will become 
commonplace, Practically every 
form of artistic expression will 
become available to the people 
direct from studio to home.” 

That is why, Trammell said, he 
favors removal of Government 
controls over broadcasting. He 
thinks a pending bill which the 
committee is considering to revise 
the Communications Act of 1934 
would put the spectre of Nazi 
censorship behind every American 
broadcaster. 

“If present restraints are re- 
tained or new ones imposed, an 
autocratic or dictatorial govern- 
ment could retermine what the 
people shall see as well as what 
they shall hear when television 
becomes an established service,” 
he testified. 

“When newspapers are delivered 
into the home by radio facsimile 
» +» Such a government would be 
able to control what the people 
shall read as well as what they 
shall see and hear.” 

He asked that the present pow- 
ers of the Federal Communication 
Commission, which regulates ra- 
dio stations, be trimmed, and de- 
clared: 

“Unless the freedom of the pub- 
lic to determine what it should 
hear is to be surrendered to the 
Government for regulation, this 
phrase (public interest, conveni- 
ence or necessity) must be defined 
to exclude ... anything relating 
to programs and business prac- 
tices of broadcasters,” he de- 
clared. 

Otherwise, he said, the FCC 
would be “unrestrained” in its in- 
fluence and control. 

Trammell noted that one section 
of the pending revision bill would 
require news sources to be identi- 
fied in all news broadcasts and a 
distinction drawn between news 
and analysis and comment. 

He said this reminds him of 
the “secondary censorship” tech- 
nique developed by the Nazis in 
pre-war years under which report- 
ers could broadcast from Germany 
without direct censorship but had 
to keep within certain limits or be 
cut off the air. 


Warns of Danger. 
“If the present bill becomes 
law,” Trammel said, “every Ameri- 
can broadcaster would have at 


his shoulder the spectre of this 


‘secondary censorship.’ ” 


The bill’s requirements on politi- 
cal broadcasting are “impractical 
and a direct infringement on free 
speech,” he said, 

If radio stations were required 
by law to give equal time to pro- 
ponents and opponents of political 
and public questions, Trammell 
said, they might have to give as 
much air time to support atheism 
as they do to belief in God. 

Trammel said public preference 
will determine the programs which 
are broadcast if Government con- 
trols are removed. 

The FCC, he added, should have 
no power to control the content 
of a program in advance or right 
of penalty after it is transmitted. 

In New York, spokesmen for the 
Radio Corporation of America 
said that further details on the 
development of Ultrafax would 
not be disclosed for the present. 

Trammell debated with commit- 
tee members a provision of the 
radio bill requiring stations to 
give opponents time to reply to a 
broadcast that raises a question 
of public or political importance, 

Policy on Taft Questioned, 

Senator Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, said not all the networks 
had carried the address of Sena- 
tor Taft (Rep.), Ohio, replying to 
President Truman’s speech on the 


„labor issue Friday night. Some 


stations waited until Sunday’ be- 
fore Taft was given the opportu- 
nity to reply, he added. 

Trammell replied that in the 
labor controversy his network 
gave one side eight periods on the 
air and the other nine. He said 
there had not been a single objec- 
tion to the way the networks 
handled this “controversial labor 
legislation.“ 

“You can’t legislate fairness,” 
Trammell commented. “That's up 
to the sense of justice of individ- 
uals.” 

He said he. believes Senator Taft 
was completely satisfied with the 
way his broadcast was handled. 

Don. S. Elias, executive director 
of radio station WWNC of the 
Asheville, N. C., Citizen-Times Co. 


and vice president of the Citizen- 


Times, told the committee: 

“If we are to preserve for the 
American people the maximum 
broadcasting freedom, the Con- 
gress must make certain that the 
power to license does not become 
the power to throttle. 

“Every station must have the 
assurance that as long as it obeys 
the rules and adheres to the poli- 
cies defined by Congress, its 
license will be secure against * 
reaucratic aggression.“

Viewed by U.S. Policy Makers as 
Remote Ideal Without Use of Force

WASHINGTON, June 23. 


HE realists who are incubating American foreign policy in Con- 
gress and the White House are tending more and more to 
relegate into the indefinite future, as “an academic ideal,” the 


motion of federating western Europe into a political as well as an 


economic league. 


Citing the adage that “politics 
fe the art of the possible,” they 
grant only lip service to a pend: 
ing concurrent resolution of which 
Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan- 
gas. is co-author and which would 
place Congress on record as fa. 
voring the creation of a United 
States of Europe within the frame- 
work of the United Nations. 


This position is held despite 
knowledge that behind the iron 
eurtain Russia is swiftly and reso- 
lutely forging a political and eco. 
momic union of satellite states, 
including Poland, Romania, Bul- 

ria, Yugoslavia and Hungary. 
Rot a few American leaders, es- 
pecially in the armed forces, would 
ladly counter at once by organ- 

ing western Europe into a fed- 
eration on the model or the United 
States. They argue that time is 
giddily running away, and that 
within a few months the Com- 
munist tide may be poised to over- 
whelm France, Italy and Greece, 
and thus engulf both western Eu- 
fope and the Mediterranean. 


More cautious heads reply that 
nuch a union could be imposed 
only by force. At the earliest hint 
ef political integration, which 
would be interpreted as an anti- 
Boviet maneuver, it is argued that 
many European countries would 
promptly take flight, such as the 
Scandinavian bloc and Switzer- 
land. The reaction of powerful 
Communist branches in France 
and Italy would be violent. 

‘Avoiding Pressure Policy. 

There is profound reluctance to 
imitate in any degree the pressure 
policy of the Kremlin. That 
scruple is at heart of the Mar- 
hall plan, which would transfer 
to Europe itself the initiative for 
Europe's rehabilitation. Even if 
the United States could bring it- 
self to exert compulsion, the point 
fs stressed that it is lacking in 
necessary strength on the scene. 
The mighty armies which Up- 
erated western Europe were suf- 
fered to fall to pieces. The planes 
which shattered the Luftwaffe 
and the tanks which smashed the 
Siegfried line are rusting on Ger- 
many's rain-soaked fields.

could not instantly be rallied. On 


the other hand, as one Senator 
puts it, “All European countries 
know that the Russian Bear is 
breathing hot and close down the 
backs of their necks. Their rep- 
resentatives scarcely dare to vote 
freely even in the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations.” 


The State Department’s hand 
has been stripped of the cards of 
military strength abroad, the 
deals at home are running more 
and more adverse. The Republi- 
gan majority in Congress, obsessed 
with economy, has sought to 
weaken the army, navy and air 
force below the requirements of 
adequate defense. Administration 
leaders in Congress report a steady 
growth of resistance to the foreign 
program and to relief expendi- 
tures. Each bill becomes harder 
and harder to pass. The enact- 
ment, at this time, of any such 
legislation as the Fulbright resolu- 
tion is regarded as impracticable 
in view of a new growth of isola- 
tionism. 

Nationalism an Obstruction. 

It is further represented that a 
political union of western Europe 
would require a drastic readjust- 
ment of relationships, habits, prej- 
wdices and enmities that are 
thousands of years old. The deep- 
rooted passions of nationalism 
would offer countless obstructions. 
The task of the founding fathers 
in establishing the American 
Union is declared to have been 
@hild’s play in comparison to that 
ef assembling and guiding a con- 
stitutional convention for Europe. 

On the other hand, the United 
States has found it feasible to 
pour into Europe a deluge of ma- 
terial aid, particularly food and 
fuel, without opposition save Com- 
munist sneers at “dollar diplo- 
macy.” Secretary Marshall's plan 
Yor economic co-operation on the 
Continent promptly inspired a rap- 
prochement between the British 


and French governments. Instead 
of its usual roars of anger, the 
Kremlin surprised the State De- 
partment by voicing. “interest,” 
even if Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov’s concern was merely that of 
receiving more complete informa- 
tion about possible American 
credits. 

(Moscow announced today that 
Molotov would meet in Paris Fri- 
day with British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin and French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault 
to discuss European economic co- 
operation and a »Ilan of conti- 
nental rehabilitation.) 

There is a strong underlying 
conviction in Washington that in 
the long run material aid will 
serve the cause of freedom. It is 
held that no western . Europeans 
who have tasted liberty would 
think of subjecting themselves to 
a police state on the Russian 
model—that is, if they were per- 
mitted half an opportunity to 
choose. Powerful obstacles to free 
choice are hunger, cold and an 
outlook of total despair. In this 
view, economic aid to Europe is a 
sound step towards its political 
salvation. 

The only spontaneous move- 
ment toward international collab- 
oration in Europe since the war 
is the customs union of Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg, 
which is capable of indefinite ex- 
pansion. So far as is known here, 
the procedure awoke no alarm 
among the Communist crusaders. 
The three countries hailed the 
Marshall plan with enthusiasm 
and offered every help at their 
disposal. It is believed they would 
have remained silent if à polit- 
ical union had been in question. 

Likewise recalled is the fact 
that for years certain non-polit- 
ical organizations, known as the 
“Three Es,“ have operated freely 
in all zones of occupation, and 
even in Russian satellite coun- 
tries, in the fields of transport, 
coal and general supplies. The 
Soviet Union itself is a member 
of the European Central Inland 
Transport Organization. Sweden, 
Denmark, Switzerland and Fin- 
land have no hesitation in deal- 
ing with these economic bodies 
of international technicians. 
Showdown Likely on Germany. 

There is one area, involving 
politics as well as economics, in 
which there is a growing tendency 
among American statesmen to 
make a strong, determined stand. 
The area is that of the American, 
British and French zones in Ger- 
many and Austria. Here the 
United States combines responsi- 
bility and opportunity to act. 
There is widespread conviction in 
official circles that there, can be 
no United States of Europe, or in- 
deed a Europe of any sort, until 
Germany is restored to a self-sus- 
taining basis. 

The idea is gaining influence 
that the next conference of for- 
eign ministers, at London in No- 
vember, must be made the So- 
viet’s last chance to block German 
unity as pledged by the Potsdam 
agreement, and that the Kremlin 
must be firmly admonished that 
such is the truth, 

Should Russia continue to stall 
and obstruct, it is proposed first 
to proclaim to the world that the 
Potsdam pact has been abrogated 
by the Soviet Union, and then pro- 
ceed to the establishment of a 
Western German Federation. 
There is already an economic 
merger of the American and Brit- 
ish zones. The French have ab- 
stained out of an intelligible fear 
that a rehabilitated Germany 
would bring on World War III. 
To reassure the French and gain 
their adherence, a treaty of mu- 
tual defense and protection, to 
run 40 years, is suggested for the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France. 

With half of Germany thus sal- 
vaged for occidental civilization, 
it is felt that other western coun- 
tries might grow encouraged, on 
their own motion, to attach them- 
selves to the German nucleus, In 
this way, the belief is, could be 
feunded the beginnings of a 
United States of Europe. 
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Eliot Explains 
Red Proposal 
For U. N. Force 


Asserts Soviet Would 
Prohibit the Use

HERE is a joker in the Rus- 
T sien proposals for the United 

Nations world police force. 
This joker is their insistence that 
the contributions of the Big Five 
powers shall not be “equivalent,” 
as the other four powers contend, 
but “identical” as to land, air and 
sea components. 

This would mean that none of 
the Big Five could have any kind 
of force or weapon in its contin- 
gent which all the others didn't 
have. 

The Russians have made a spe- 
cial point of this contention. They 
have clung to it stubbornly in the 
discussions in the Military Staff 
Committee, regardless of the ef- 
forts of the representatives of 
other powers to point out its prac- 
tical effects. . 

One of these practical effects 
would be to wipe out any naval 
contingents at all, depriving the 
world police force of any naval 
power except that represented by 
gunboats and destroyer-escorts, 
which are the largest ships which 
China has. China is one of the 
Big Five, and according to the 
Russians none of the other powers 
can have anything in its world 
police force contingent which 
China can’t match. 

Navies of the Big Five. 

This may be because the Rus- 
sians are not much better off than 
the Chinese as to naval power. 
A little comparison may be useful. 
Here is the state of the world’s 
navies as regards major combat- 
ant ships:

Thus, by the Russian formula, 
the weapons of naval aviation and 
heavy naval guns would be “otf 
the list” for world police purposes. 
Yet the mobility of naval power, 
its ability to concentrate force 
rapidly at a threatened point, 
would seem to be about the most 
useful sort of -hing a world po- 
lice force could have. The les- 
sons of history tell us that, time 
and again, the appearance of even 
smail naval forces at a critical 
moment has prevented the out- 
break of serious troubles in this 
world, Can it be that the Rus- 
siang prefer to cripple the world 
police force, rather than have a 
major share of the actual policing 
done by the United States and 
British navies? 


Perhaps the Russians are think- 
ing even further ahead than this. 
It could well be that should we 
agree to their views on the con- 
tingents which each power is to 
contribute to the United Nations 
police force, the Russians would 
then come forward in the Com- 
mittee on Conventional Arma- 
ments and demand that having 
set up the world police force on 
a system of identical contingents, 
every nation cut down the rest 
of its ee, forces to a gize and 
character suitable only for the 
maintenance of its own internal 
security.

Especially when it’s so much easier to get Congress to lower taxes 
than to raise them. Better for the Treasury to collect while the

The optimism also pervades the 
Department of Labor: Thus Ewan 
Clague, Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics, told a press conference 
last week that no downturn in 
business is in sight. Yet only a 
month before, he noted that the 
“disappointing increase in con- 
struction” pointed to soft spots in 
the economy, But last month—as 
building weather set in—construc- 
tion employment rose 121,000. 


Total employment increased 
slightly to 42,000,000 in nonagricul- 
tural occupations, On the sur- 
face, that’s bullish. But factory 
employment—which is sensitive to 
changing moods of ultimate con- 
sumers—was down about 150,000. 
Layoffs were most numerous in 
the non-durable goods industries— 
apparel, 40,000; textiles, 30,000; 
rubber, 10,000. But durable goods 
also were off. Automobile employ- 
ment dropped 30,000—largely be- 
cause of material shortages. So 
that may be looked upon as tem- 
porary. But electrical machinery 
plants let 20,000 go, and largely 
because of insufficient orders. 
That may not prove to be tem- 
porary. 

And if a coal strike occurs next 
month, it will force layoffs in steel 
and autos, Not only that, it may 
cause some manufacturers, now 
doubtful about whether to curtail, 
to decide to so, 
no, wages and coal prices are 
bound to go up, thus increasing 
the cost of doing business and of 
living. 


There’s no getting away from 
the fact that caution rules 
purchasing agents. Wholesalers 


and retailers are no longer buy- 
ing for inventory, And sellers 
are returning to prewar prac- 
tices. For example, rubber 
manufacturers are shipping 
tires now—for summer sale— 
but are billing in September for 
payment after the season, after 
the goods are sold. That’s a 
financial leniency dealers 
haven't had for years. In elec- 
trical appliances, billings are 
likewise pushed several months 
ahead—giving merchants time 


to realize cash on goods re- 
ceived. 

The cushion in this postwar 
economy of ours is the service in- 
dustries and trade. People let 
out of manufacturing have been 
getting jobs in retail stores, pub- 
lic utilities and similar industries 
Such industries are characters 
istically slow to respond to eco 
nomic change. Banks, or local 
and state governments, or retail 
ers usually lag behind factories 
in increasing or decreasing work 
ing forces. Thus, what happeng 
in manufacturing is far more sigs 
nificant as a cyclical business 
barometer than what happens in 
employment as a whole. And the 
fact remains that manufacturing 
employment was down last month 

What's a Recession, Anyway? | 

Meanwhile, it's up to “recession- 
ists” (like myself) to begin calling 
Shots specifically, What is a re 
cession, anyway? Prior to the 
war, we gat along without such a 
word. “Depression” served m 
erately well. Or “slump.” Or in 
1933, “collapse.” But for postwar 
purposes, we had to have a new 
word—something to suggest mild- 
ness and moderation—just as i 
the early days of Roosevelt's a 
ministration, we used “reflation.” 
Inflation was an ugly word.

one line after another: Fur, 
jewelry, liquor, amusements, 
women’s dresses, off-brand ra- 
dios.

The Public Be Served! 


For 11 days St. Louis has been subject to 
the gross waste, discomfort and frustration of a 
complete stoppage of the city’s public transpor- 
tation system, This is an ordeal which never 
should have been inflicted on the city, and it 
should stop—now. 

The man to stop it is Mayor Kaufmann. He 
has tried lenient persuasion long enough. He 
should demand that service be resumed by to- 
morrow morning, in time to take care of people 
going to work. If this is not done, he should 
make full use of the weapons provided in the 
City Charter and the State Constitution to force 
the Public Service Company to stop stalling. 


The City Charter authorizes the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, which is at the Mayor’s command, 
to revoke the Public Service Co.'s permit at its 
discretion. If this action does not move John 
L. Wilson, president of Public Service, the Mayor 
should.call on the Governor to seize and operate 
the utility under the general welfare clause of 
the Missouri Constitution. ! 


It is useless to argue, as Mr. Wilson argues, 
that the rump arbitration award handed down 
13 days ago is legal. As to that, there are argu- 
ments and precedents on each side. But it is 
not open to question that the award was handed 
down under suspicious circumstances after the 
company’s own regular member of the arbitra- 
tion board had refused tc accept it. It is not 
open to question that the award fails to reflect 
an increase in wages commensurate with the in- 
crease in the cost of living since 1941, or com- 
mensurate with the increases enjoyed by work- 
ers in other industries. 

The union proposes to resume arbitration un- 
der rules which will insure against a repeti- 
tion of the confusion accompanying the last 


award. 


This the company stubbornly refuses to do. 
It does not base its refusal on an appeal to the 
logic of the present situation, but objects that 
the procedure Would undermine arbitration agree- 
ments which the company has with seven other 
unions besides that of the street car and bus op- 
erators. 

This is nonsense, St. Louls is entitled to have 
this dispute settled on its own merits. It is 
nonsense for another reason. If Public Service 
hopes for the good will of the other unions, it 
can do no better than to admit, man to man, 
that the first award was irregularly arrived at 
and not susceptible of enforcement. 

Mr. Wilson’s objection that he cannot rearbi- 
trate is inconsistent with his own actions. He 
was willing enough to arbitrate when the city 
proposed the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion as arbitrator. If he was willing to arbi- 
trate then, why is he not. willing to arbitrate 
now with a board selected in the manner usual- 
ly provided for company-labor arbitrations? 

We repeat that the company is stalling and 
that this stalling is intolerable. National City 
Lines is a newcomer to St. Louis and Mr. Wil- 
son himself is a newcomer of three years. He 
obviously does not know the power of public 
opinion in St. Louis and it is time he should 
learn. 

As Mr. Wilson must know, the St. Louis trans- 
portation utility under previous managements 
has a long record of exploitation, stock and 
profits juggling and disregard for its obligations 
properly to serve the public. St. Louis is will- 
ing, if permitted, to think the best of the new 
management which came in just as the war boom 
began and profited handsomely by its foresight 
or good luck. 

But it is not willing to suffer the financial loss 
and the bitter inconvenience of 600,000 people 
a day in order for the Public Service Co. and 
the National City Lines to go to extreme lengths 
to bolster their position. : 

If Mr. Wilson cannot sense the public temper 
of St. Louis on his own, let him look up the ex- 
perience of the Terminal Railroad when it tried 
to sabotage the smoke elimination program in 
1940. What Mayor Dickmann did then, Mayor 
Kaufmann can do now.

Oil for the Tanks of Russia? 


Thomas E. Blaisdell sees nothing unusual about 
a shipment of half a milljon barrels of petroleum 
products to Siberia from West Coast ports dur- 
ing the month of May. Mr, Blaisdell, chief of 
the Commerce Department's office of interna- 
tional trade, regards this as a normal seasonal 
movement. Maybe so. : 

But Representative Shafer of Michigan, chair- 
man of an armed services subcommittee, says 
there “was nothing unusual about sending scrap 
iron and oil to Japan in the 1930s, either.” Mr. 
Shafer is interested in the shipments to Rus- 
sia because of a reported petroleum shortage 
here. 

At a time when the United States is deeply 
concerned over the extend of its national re- 
sources, oil being in the top drawer, it might 
be well to examine the whole question of oil 
exports. It might be well to ask why it is that 
petroleum was removed from export controls 
shortly after V-J day, and that neither the Army 
nor the Navy has asked for resumption of the 
controls. And, while the questioning is going 
on, is it or is it not true that oil companies are 
interested in selling abroad’ because of higher 
prices? 

It has often been pointed out that Russia and 
the United States can enjoy a mutually profit- 
able trade, because Russia has raw materials we 
need while we have manufactured products that 
Russia needs. In a decently ordered world, 
freed of the suspicions that now are hauntingly 
apparent, such a trade might be flourishing now. 

But is it prudent for oil companies to be free 
of all control in sending oil to Russia and other 


* 


nations? Surely, because of the vital nature of 
oil to national defense, here is a field in which 
the Federal Government should have something 
to say. We hope Mr. Shafer continues to look 
into the oil export situation. 
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Urgent Business 
The survey of national resources ordered by 
President Truman is urgent business. It was 
urgent when Bernard Baruch first suggested an 
inventory a year and a half ago, and at this 


late date speed has become far more essential. 


This resources survey proposal was revived by 
Senator Vandenberg and Herbert Hoover be- 
cause of the grave decisions we face as to un- 
dertakings abroad. Richard L. Stokes reports 
that the United States has already committed 
itself to the expense of 23 billion dollars in gifts, 
loans and credits. Contemplated aid abroad may 
cost four or ‘five billions a year. 

Right now the country is running dangerously 
close to ‘the margin of its oil resources, and has 
about run out of some essential materials. But 
the question is not whether we can afford to 
help other nations against poverty and aggres- 
sion. The problem is how to do it in the most 
effective way, with the least upset to our econ- 
omy, and above all with the requisite speed. 

No help has yet reached Greece under the 
Greek-Turkish aid program proposed in March. 
Greece, and many other nations, are surviving 
‘only on a famine level. Either we help them, 
and soon, or they will swirl into a political and 
economic chaos. 

Two kinds of resources surveys are possible. 
One would be a thorough inventory which might 
take years. The other would be a quick survey 
based on the best available facts, and that is 
what is needed now. Mr. Baruch said he could 
do the job in three months. A longer study 
might delay the foreign reconstruction program 
until there was nothing to reconstruct. 

Presumably the White House recognizes the 
need for speed. Yet a White House secretary 
says there is “no particular urgency, except that 
it is desired to start the studies as soon as pos- 
sible.” Is there urgency or isn’t there? 

Speed might have been more likely if one 
committee had been established to do the job. 
Instead the President has named three. Jurisdic- 
tions are not entirely clear. A non-partisan group 
of 19 specialists will see how much we can “safe- 
ly and wisely” do abroad. Two other groups in 
the Government will study the impact of for- 
eign aid on our resources and economy. 

The co-ordination of these studies may fall 
upon President Truman himself. Certainly the 
attainment of quick results must be his cone 
cern. The United States must know where it 
is going with its foreign policy before it is too 
late to get there. 
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Narrowing the Table 

How does the management side of the table 
get that way? Four steelworkers had a chance 
to find out at the highlight session of a week's 
course for unjon members at the University of 
Illinois Institute of Labor and Industrial Rela- 
tions. Under direction of Phillips Bradley, four 
union members were assigned the role of man- 
agement representatives to talk with fellow 
union members who had brought in tough griev- 
ance cases. They buckled right down to the 
employer’s job. They threshed out the cases 
from the management point of view so well that 
their fellow students in the short course voted 
to uphold the management arguments in two 
of the four cases. A salute to these steelworkers 
and to the idea. More of both and the table 
between employers and employes would not be 
so wide. 
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Sell-Out in Rent Control 


The danger of removing all rent control at the 
end of next year, as Congress proposes in a bill 
now on the President's desk, is shown in the As- 
sociated Press’s nation-wide survey of housing 
conditions. The shortage is worse this year than 
it was last year, the investigators found, and 
alleviation is not in sight. 

When, therefore, rent control would be abol- 
ished entirely Dec. 31, 1948, under Congress’s 
new rent control bill, renters and would-be rent- 
ers would still be bidding against each other, 
bidding up the prices for an insufficient amount 
of rental housing. The bill would, furthermore, 
worsen the shortage by removing further con- 
trols from building construction. Housing Ex- 
pediter Creedon has estimated that the removal 


of these controls would cost the housing pro- 


gram 200,000 units this year. 

Congress has presented the President with a 
choice between something bad and something 
worse. There is nothing good about it. If he 
does not sign it, rent controls will expire June 
30. If he does sign it, they will expire at vari- 
ous times between Feb. 29 and the end of next 
year. Whichever time they expire, they will still 
be needed, and their expiration will leave rent- 
ers unprotected against exorbitant prices. Evic- 
tions are running at 13 times the total of new 
dwellings built in some localities, but that is 
nothing compared with the free-for-all that will 
ensue if rental prices are thrown to the infla- 


tion hogs. 


We think Congress has acted irresponsibly in 
this matter and sold out the renter. President 
Truman would be amply justified in recalling 
Congress to an elementary sense of -its duty. 
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They Changed Their Minds 


As a means of hitting at obscene literature 
on magazine stands, six Illinois State Senators, 
all but one of them a first-termer, introduced a 
bill to license all Illinois publications and to set 
up a state censorship board. They were so per- 
suasive against printed filth that they obtained 
a favorable committee vote. Then the threat 
of their bill to a free press began to come out. 
Finally, they. saw.that the danger they were 
creating was worse than the one which they in- 
tended to cure. The result was that the spokes- 
man for the group, Senator Arthur E. Larsen, 
supported by the others, took the floor, said 
this in virtually so many words and asked that 
the bills be stricken from the calendar. When it 
is considered. how grudgingly people usually 
change their minds, this was no little perform- 
ance. A round of cheers for these half dozen 
Tilinois Senators!

pletely interdependent, and the policies 
that benefit one group benefit the other. 


Farmers enjoy prosperity to the degree 
to which workers have enough employment 
and income to buy the farmer’s produce. 
Equally, workers have high employment 
and adequate pay to the extent farmers 
are able to buy manufactured goods. 


This mutual dependence of farmers and 
workers may be realized from the fact that 
an increase of $10,000,000,000 in non-agricul- 
tural income payments means an increase 
of $1,600,000,000 in cash farm receipts, 


Farmers thus stand to gain when work- 
ers receive high wages at high employment 
levels. They stand to lose heavily when 
employment and wages decline and workers 
are forced to reduce their expenditures on 
food. 


A Strategic Position 


Workers don’t get high wages without 
unions and occasional strikes, Farmers 
who want to benefit from high purchasing 
power of wage-earners must support unions 
if they want to get the results and benefits 
of unionism. 

Because wage-earners receive the lowest 
non-farm incomes and because they are 
forced to vary the amount and quality of 
the food they consume in line with their 
incomes, they are in the most strategic 
position as far as farm prosperity is con- 
cerned. Higher-income groups do not show 
the same amount of variation in the food 
they consume; even in depression times 
their incomes usually are high enough to 
sustafn their normal eating habits. 

The farmer cannot hope, therefore, for 
an éxpansion of his market among those in 
the upper income levels. However, lower 
income families seldom eat as well as they 
should, Their consumption can be expand- 
ed, and that expansion offers the farmer 
his opportunity for higher sales. 

The Department of Agriculture has pub- 
lished figures showing the number of acres 
of harvested crop land that will be needed 
to provide food and fiber for domestic con- 
sumption at three different levels. Note 
how the income available to farmers de- 
pends on non-farm income: 


The Farm Family Market 


Consumption equal to the average for 
1920-29—280,000, 000 acres. 


Moderate cost good 
Acres. 
Expensive good diet 340, 000,000 acres. 


Farm families form an important part of 
the market for the goods produced by in- 
dustrial workers. If farmers had the in- 
come to electrify their farms, build decerit 
homes and mechanize their operations, 
workers would be employed for many 
months each year satisfying their new 
wants. 

Yet in 1935-36 almost one quarter of the 
6,500,000 farm families earned less than 
$500 a year, and about 38 per cent less than 
$750. Only 8 per cent received over $2,500

a year. These figures include retail value 
of farm products consumed at home and 
rental value of the farm home. 


Only 30 per cént of farm homes have 
water piped into the house. Only one-quar- 
ter of the nation’s farms have electricity. 
Real farm prosperity can make an impor- 
tant contribution to industrial prosperity. 

Of course, a rough kind of balance must 
be achieved between farm prices and indus- 
trial prices. This can be accomplished, 
however, particularly if farmers continue 
to build the Co-operatives that retain for 
the farmer the enormous share formerly 
taken out of his income by middlemen, 


Split by Propaganda 


Workers and farmers can work together, 
achieving prosperity and enjoying good re- 
lations if they will understand the many 
things they have in common. They have 
been kept at each others’ throats to pre- 


vent that co-operation and to keep eco- 


nomic and political power in the hands of 
those who mistakenly believe that their in- 
terests demand restricted production, high 
prices and low wages. 


Fortunately, there are farm organiza- 
tions, like the National Farmers’ Union, 
and the National Farm Labor Union (AFL), 
that recognize the true dependence of 
workers and farmers on each other. 


When the walls of misunderstanding 
that have been eredted between the two 
groups by false propaganda have been de- 
stroyed, there is no limit to what organ- 
ized workers and organized farmers can do 
together to improve their economic and 
political status. 


FRESH START ON MVA

While it is not likely that the new Mis- 
souri Valley Authority bill by Senator 
James E. Murray of Montana will reach 
the floor of the Senate during this session, 
the circumstances marking its introduction 
were more propitious than those which at- 
tended the presentation of the first bill in 
the previous session. 

The original bill was sentenced to slow 
death by verbal barrage when it was sent 
to three separate committees for hearings. 
Two of the committees finally published 
lengthy reports as well as recommenda- 
tions against the bill. The third commit- 
tee never did complete its deliberations. 

The new MVA bill has been consigned to 


' gtill another committee, that on public 


works, so that it can at least get a fresh 
start. Ironically enough, however, the 
Public Works Committee does not contain 
a single member from the Missouri Valley, 
although five of the members are from 
other parts of the West. 

Principal opposition to the bill now 
comes from two quarters—from those who 
are opposed to further encroachment by 
the Government on the electric power busi- 
ness and from those champions of irriga- 
tion who are afraid to take water develop- 
ment functions away from the Bureau of 
Reclamation and give them to a new and 
untried agency. 

Regardless of the merits or demerits of 
the new MVA bill, Congress eventually is 
going to have to come face-to-face with the 
In the long run it 
is going to have to be decided one way or 
another.

THE FUTURE OF FREEDOM IN THE ORIENT, 
Ralph Coniston. IW. W. Nerton & Co., New York.) 
“Mr. Coniston,” says the publisher's 

blurb, “is a journalist of wide experience 

who has done reporting for the New York 

Times and published articles in Collier's, 

Asia and other magazines.” He has writ- 

ten a sort of . and economic trav- 

élogue of the Orient, decently sympathetic 
to the aspirations of Orientals. 

He offers apologies in their behalf: 
“But we of the West are the chosen people. 
It is for the East td struggle to adapt 
our civilization to its needs and habita. 
It should give little cause for amazement if 
the adaptation is not an exact reproduction 
of the Old Master.” He presents a tenta- 
tive point of ‘view: “We know, however; 
that while nationalism makes wars pos- 
sible, economic factors are more often 
their real cause : 

Concerning the power strugglé in the 
Orient between Anglo-American and Rus 
sian interests, the author attempts objec 
tivity: “Some Americans regard Commu-* 
nist Russia as an ogre menacing the peacé 
of the world and the safety of the United 
States. But the Soviets undoubtedly con- 
sider the United States, with its immensé 
industrial capacity, its potential aliiances — 
with other capitalist nations, its bases in 
the Pacific. and Alaska, its favored po- 
sition in the Far Hast, and its irreconcil- 
able antagonism to Communism, as an. 
even more fearsome figure.” 

He is not sanguine as to the future: 
“As home rule comes tp the countries of 
the Far East, it will bring with it no 


startling immediate improvements for the 


people. " 
All of which adds up to a book not likely” 
to arouse a great deal of controversy, but- 
not adding much that is fundamental to 
either knowledge of or insight into an 
important world problem. "

A Conscientious Senator 


T 


HE New England conscience is a wonderful and a fearful 
thing. It has contributed immeasurably to American character. 
A generous measure of that conscience belongs to Senator 


Charles W. Tobey of New Hampshire. Like so many other New Eng- 
landers before him who have fought the battles of conscience, Tobey 
does not hesitate to champion unpopular causes. 


He was one of the very few 
Republicans and the only Senator 
from the industrial east to op- 
pose actively the Reed-Bulwinkle 
bill. He opposed it because he 
believes it gives to the railroads 
the kind of eco- 
nomie power 
that no private 
company or 
group of com- 
panies should 
possess. In per- 
mitting the 
roads to agree 
on rates outside 
the scope of the 
anti-trust laws, 
the bill, as 
Tobey sees it, 
gives to private 
corporations a 
greater power than government. 

When the Senate passed the 
Reed-Bulwinkle bill, Tobey could 
not be wresent to *have his final 
say against it. He was called 
back to New Hampshire by the 
serious iliness of his wife, who 
has been his lifelong helpmate and 
partner, 


A Sense of Righteousness. 


His presence in the Senate 
would, of course, have made, no 
difference in the outcome. The 
vote on adoption was 60 for and 
27 against. Most of the opposi- 
tion came from Southern Sena- 
tors, including conservative Dem- 
ecrats who believe that higher 
freight rates in the South are part 
of a pattern of discrimination that 
holds their region and the West in 
colonial dependence. 

Western Senators opposed it, 
too. Senator Joseph C. O’Ma- 
honey of Wyoming, whose opposi- 
tion to monopoly controls is un- 
remitting, succeeded in adding 
several amendments which would 
put Government restraints on the 
private rate agreements, His chief 
amendment would have required 
submission of the agreements to 


Congress before they could be ap- N 


proved. When this was rejected, 
he voted against the bill. 


In a narrow, regional sense, this 
was not Tobey's fight. New Eng- 
land is in the favored freight rate 
gone. But the Senator from New 
Hampshire has a sense of right- 
ecusness—a conscience—that 
makes him take on fights even 
though they may not immediately 
serve the special interests of his 
own state. 

He stepped into another fight 


he stopped the confirmation of 
the President’s friend, Edwin W. 
Pauley, to be Under Secretary of 
the Navy. Tobey believed that 
Pauley was disqualified by his ef- 
forts to get the vast tideland oil 


reserves turned over to the states 
land thereby taken away from the 


federal Government. 


Cleveland on Communism. 


There was no political animus 
in this. Tobey had fought in be- 
half of Democratic nominees when 
he thought they were being un- 
fairly attacked. One of them was 
New Dealer Aubrey Williams, 
whose nomination to a Govern- 
ment bureau brought up the fa- 
miliar charge of Communism. 
Tobey went back to a Democratic 
hero, Grover Cleveland, to find a 
powerful statement to rebuke 
those who were raising the Com- 
munist charge: 

“Communism is a hateful thing 
and a menace to peace and or- 
ganized government. But the 
Communism of combined wealth 
and capital, the outgrowth of over- 
weening cupidity and selfishness 
which Bier: pe undermines the 
justice and integrity of free insti- 
tutions, is not less dangerous 
than the Communism of oppressed 
poverty and toil which, exasper- 
ated by injustice and discontent, 
attacks with wild disorder the cita- 
del of rule.” 


Tilt With Truman. 


Tobey, the blunt-spoken New 

Hampshireman, is opposed to both 
those Communisms. A deeply re- 
ligious man, he draws inspiration 
and strength from the Bible. His 
political opponents have often been 
laid low by an apt passage from 
the Scriptures intoned in Tobey’s 
resounding basso profundo, 
There is something about Tobey 
of an earlier América. For nearly 
40 years, he and his wife have held 
an interdenominational hymn fes- 
tival on their farm near Temple, 
H., on the last Sunday in 
August. In late years, thousands 
have come from the surrounding 
countryside. 

Tobey’s fight on Pauley made 
President Truman angry. He 
wrote Tobey a curt, contemptuous 
letter. But Tobey is not one to 
bear a grudge. If and when the 
President vetoes the Reed-Bul- 
winkle bill, he will find Tobey 
fighting to sustain the veto. Tobey 
represents not just New Hamp- 
shire but the entire United tSates.

T the Watergate, in Washington, D.C., Henry A. Wallace showed 
A himself as able an intellectual contortionist as physical athlete.

This is a caricature of the truth. 
Ever since 1943 the United States 
has been trying to buy Soviet 
friendship by a series of conces- 
sions verging on the immoral. 
Principle after princfple, people 
after people, have been vainly 
thrown to the Russian bear by the 
United States and British govern- 
ments in an effort to sate the ani- 
mal’s monstrous appetite. 


HM Wallace Is Right. 


Does this mean that there can 
be no agreement between Russia 
and the United States’ Not neces- 
sarily. 

If, as Henry Wallace believes, 
“Russia today and for many years 
to come will not be in a position 
to wage war,” and if the Russian 
rulers “genuinely desire peace,” 
they could—I am absolutely con- 
vinced—get an agreement with the 
United States within one month. 

The basis of agreement would 
look something like this. 

The Soviet Union undertakes: 

1. To make peace immediately 
with Austria on the basis of the 
Moscow agreement that Austria 
was to be treated as a “liberated” 
and not as an “enemy” state. 
(This mean shrinkage of Soviet 
claims on Austrian industry and 
dropping Yugoslav claims on Aus- 
trian territory.) 

2. To make peace with Germany 
as soon as possible, allowing the 
Germans of each province to decide 
separately by secret ballot what 
sort of political and economic sys- 
tem they want. 


Prelude to Disarmament. 


3. To withdraw its armed forces 
from Eastern European countries 
and permit the peoples of these 
countries to decide by free elec- 
tions and secret ballot what sort 
of political and economical system 
they want and whether they wish 
to participate in a European eco- 
nomic bloc. 


4. To drop all claims on terri- 


tories presently Turkish. 


5. To stop a conniving at Bul-

6. To cease assisting the Com- 
munist party in China and to 
carry out its promise of support- 
ing the Chinese National Govern- 
ment; to end “secondary inter- 
vention” (through the Mongols) in 
Chinese Turkestan. 

7. To permit the unification of 
a self-governing and independent 
Korea within two years. 

8. To accept a U. N. Autono- 
mous Agency for the world-wide 
exploitation of atomic energy and 
for the outlawing of atomic wea- 
pons—as a prelude to general dis- 
armament. 

The United States undertakes: 

1, Not to plot or plan against 
the Soviet Union or to take part 
in any combination or alliance of 
countries directed against the So- 
viet Union. 

2. To lend Russia five billion 
dollars and technical assistance in 
the development of its peaceful 
industries. 


Sharing World Resources. 


3. To include the Soviet Union 
in the Marshall scheme for Euro- 
pean rehabilitation. 

4. To take part in a world wide 
boycott of Spain to the point of 
eliminating the present Fascist 
Spanish Government. 


5. To offer the Soviet Union a 
share in the technical develop- 
ment of undeveloped resources in 
backward countries under U. N 
control. 


Both countries undertake: 

1. To renounce any further terri- 
torial expansion or extension of 
zones of influence or military 
bases or interference in neighbor- 
ing countries. 


2. To bring about the revision of 
the U. N. Charter for the pur- 
pose of endowing the U. N. with 
the power of enacting, interpreting 
and enforcing world law to pre- 
vent war, 


If Mr. Wallace—as he recently 
informed President Truman—is 
capable of obtaining peace from 
Marshal Stalin, the above program 
(or the major part of it) would, 
I submit, provide a realistic and 
equitable basis for such a peace. 

It would also be a more con- 
vincing touchstone of the Krem- 
lin’s real intentions than Mr. Wal- 
lace’s unsubstantiated testimonials.

The thirty-eighth annual con- 
vention of the American Home 
Economies Association opened to- 
day in the Opera House of Kiel 
Auditorium. The convention, at 
which 155 exhibits will be dis- 
played, will extend through Thurs- 
day and close with a councilors’ 
meeting. 

A wide variety of subjects, rang- 

ing from the housing problem to 
food preparation, accident pre- 
vention, child rearing and family 
budgets, will be discussed at the 
meeting by educators, fashion ex- 
perts, welfare workers, health of- 
ficials and economists from all 
parts of the country. 
Delegates also will take field 
trips to plants and factories in 
the St. Louis area to see at first 
hand the manner in which food, 
clothing and home appliances are 
prepared. 

A few tips on make-up and 
hair styles were given the mem- 
bers at the opening session in 
the Opera House this morning by 
Miss Celeste Carlyle, style ad- 
viser and lecturer of Chicago. 

Women will do well to avoid 
permanent waves unless they are 
essential to the beauty of the 
hair or necessary for styling, 
Miss Carlyle said. In any event, 
she added, they should never get 
permanents too often or too 
curly. 

Better results, she said, can 
be obtained by brushing the eye- 
brows rather than by plucking 
them, and, in the application of 
lipstick, care should be taken to 
rouge each lip separately rather 
than rely on the transfer of color 
from one to the other, 

Rouge, she pointed out, calls 
attention to certain features of 
the face because the eye follows 
the line of color. For this reason. 
she advised women with promi- 
nent noses either to shun rouge 
or, if they must use it, to place 
it directly under the eye rather 
than to the side of the face. 
Most rouge, she said, is used 
only for the psychological effect 
of making the wearer feel 
healthy.

After missing a short putt to lose 
the ninth, Ferrier won the tenth 
with a birdie three and the fif- 
teenth with a par four, Bell hit 
a trap on this hole and went over 
par for the third time during the 
round. Both birdied the long 
eighteenth hole with a pair of fine

WIMBLEDON, June 23 (AP)— 
Californian Jack Kramer set the 
pace by dropping only one game 
in a straight set victory today as 
all eight seeded men's single 
players marched through the first 
round of the Wimbledon tennis 
championships, 

Kramer, top-seeded favorite, 
disposed of Bill” Moss of Britain, 
6-0, 6-1, 6-0, losing only the fifth 
game in the second set when he 


netted three balls. 

The Los Angeles ace had been 
expected to have such an easy 
time that his match was moved to 
the No. 2 court while defending 
champion Yvon Petra of France, 
Czech Jaroslav Drobny and Tom 
Brown Jr., of San Francisco drew 
stiffer opposition on the show- 
place center court. 

Brown, who was ranked third 
in this ancient competition, just 
squeaked through against Eric 
Sturgess of the South African 
Davis Cup team, 7-5, 5-7, 6-2, 2-6, 
8-6. 

There was dead silence in the 
center court as the players fought 
out the last game. Brown had 
taken a 7-6 lead by holding his 
service and it was up to him to 
break through Sturgess. The 
South African lost his first two 
service points. Then he won two 
but Brown stormed through to 
clinch the game, set and match. 

John Bromwich of Australia, 


| seeded second, lost seven games in 


his straight-set triumph over Jost 
Spitzer of Switzerland, 6-1, 6-2, 
6-4. 

Dinny Pails, the Australian 
champion, showed impressive 
form in breezing past L. E. Car- 
ter of Britain, 6-1, 6-0, 6-1, and

EMPLOYMENT ROLLS UPHELD 
DESPITE CUT IN SHOE OUTPUT 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP)— 
‘The shoe industry has reduced its 
unit output considerably since last 
year’s peak without reducing the 
number of persons it employs, the 
Commerce Department reported. 
This steady employment in the 
face of declining unit production 
was attributed by the department 
to a shift from the production of 
fabric shoes to leather ones, which 
require proportionately more la- 
bor, along with style changes and 
a shorter work week. 

Total shoe production in the 
first three months of this year 
was 120,000,000 pairs compared 
with the postwar peak of 144,000,- 
000 in the second quarter of last 
year. Yet employment last April 
was little changed from April 
1946. Leather shoes made up 86 
per cent of total shoe production 
in the first quarter of 1947, com- 
pared with a wartime low of 60 
per cent. During the war, pro- 
duction of fabric or part-fabric 


when 
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shoes, slippers and moccasins was 
relatively high due to the fact 
that they were ration free and 
leather was scarce. 

This year, the Department said, 
the leather supply has improved 
markedly, largely because of in- 
creased imports of hides and 
skins, while shoe production has 
been sustained at a high level by 
need of retail stores to rebuild 
their inventories.

The Russians would not have 
to worry about our ability to mo- 
bilize strong forces of ship-borne 
aircraft in distant parts of the 
world. They, of course, would still 
have their army on the borders 
of neighboring countries—maybe 
not actually mobilized, but ready 
to be called up whenever required. 
You can scrap ships, but not men. 

It takes three years to build a 
new aircraft carrier, but it takes 
only a few days to call a reserve 
division to the colors in a highly 
disciplined totalitarian state. 

‘Identical Contingents’ Danger. 

Once this formula of identical 
contingents is adopted, we shall 
be told that a principle has been 
established, and we shall never 
hear the end of it. It will be used 
in an attempt to place the govern- 
ment of this country in an inde- 
fensible moral position in the eyes 
of our own people and of the 
peoples of the world, as long as we 
maintain any kind of armament 
which the Russians don’t have. 

It will be applied to the atomic 
dispute, where the Russians want 
us to scfap our atomic bombs and 
plants now, and discuss control 
measures afterward. It will be 
applied, perhaps, to the fact that 
of the 29 electric power plants in 
the world which can produee more 
than 500,000 kilowatt hours a day, 
25 are in the United States and 
Canada, and only two in Russia. 
(You think this is fantastic? The 
Russians have specifically includ- 
ed, in their schedule on disarma- 
ment, the prohibition of the use 
for military purposes of non-mili- 
tary sources of power and produc- 
tion; and in the production of 
atomic energy, these big plants 
are of fundamental importance.) 

We had better look at this idea 
of “identical contingents” a long 
time.

HIS country neéds teachers. 
Need is too faint a word to 
express our necessity. Reports 


from the colleges are not likely to 


encourage us. Too few young 
people are training for the pro- 
fession, and that means we shall 
have to continue the service of 
Many unfit folk who are holding 
teaching positions. “ 


Parents do not give enough 
thought to the sort of person who 
teaches their children by living 
with them the best part of each 
day. They send the children to 
school and forget about them 
until report card day when for 
a few minutes they are interested 
in the records. Again at promo- 
tion time they stir faintly, but 
that is about all that most par- 
ents do about the teacher or the 
school. 


No intelligent person, and 
teachers are of top-quality in- 
telligence, likes to feel unneces- 
sary, unappreciated. Every work- 
er needs to feel useful, necessary, 
and valued by those for whom he 
works. This valuation, the re- 
spect that high-quality service de- 
mands is of far more importance 
to the worker than his wages. It 
is this respectful consideration of 
the teacher’s usefulness, author- 
ity, intellectual quality that is 
missing in most communities. 


Teachers are demanding higher 
salaries first in order to live but, 
equally important, also that they 
may hold a respected place in 
their community. Money is a tan- 
gible thing, so that is where they 
begin, but that is but the begin- 
ning. There will be no end to dis- 
content, resignations and the dis- 
gust that leads to those resigna- 
tions and retirements until teach- 
ers are granted the same and 
even better niches in community 
life as other professional folk.

TOO OFTEN, the USSR an- 
nounces its position and then, 
though occasionally it changes the 
words, it never changes the po- 
sition. That is not negotiation, 
nor co-operation. It presupposes 
that if you stick to your own po- 
sition, you will wear the other 
people out and they will finally 
agree with you merely because 
they are too weary to go on with 
discussions, Fortunately, the 
Americans are not made that way. 
They wish to negotiate, They will 
willingly make concessions when 
they are convinced of the fairness 
and the wisdom of other sugges- 
tions. But they do not make con- 
cessions simply because they are 
being brow-beaten. 

I thing it is not only possible 
but essential that the United 
States and the USSR learn to get 
on together, but I think there 
must be concessions on both sides.

Of Germs in 
Household

EOPLE are forever asking 

whether there is any way to 

make it safe to occupy a house 
or a room in which a person with 
tuberculosis has lived or to use 
bedding, linen, bedroom, and other 
furniture, silverware, dishes, 
books, clothing, furs that have 
been used by a person with tuber- 
culosis. 

Ordinary soap and waterwash- 
ing of surfaces that may have 
been soiled, painting or refinish- 
ing of „surfaces grossly soiled, 
laundering of table or bed linens, 
airing and. sunning for a day such 
things as clothing or furs that 
cannot washed or drycleaned, 
make it perfectly safe to keep, 
live in, wear or use such things.

NO DREADFUL FUMES and 
no hokuspocus is necessary — 
unless you want to impress some 
benighted soul that you are “tak- 
ing every precaution” when, in 
fact, you are more likely griev- 
ously concealing or perhaps over- 
looking the real danger—that is, 
the danger of close association 
with the undetected or unsus- 


pected human sourte of infection. 


Mrs. D. L. writes that her 
brother-in-law claims he is now 
cured—which, if true, means that 
his tuberculosis is no longer active, 
but has ome quiescent or, as 
doctors say, “arrested.” If that is 
the situation, of course no germs 
are being given off and the man is 
not a ménace to anyone.

IT MAY well be so. Nowadays a 
large portion of all the patients 
who are lucky or wise enough to 
have a sojourn of a year or two 
in a tuberculosis hospital or san- 
atorium recover, providing they 
place themselves under treat- 
ment early and follow the in- 
structions of the hospital people 
faithfully, and their tuberculosis 
may remain so “arrested” or as 
long as they please to live a 
hygienic existence. 

But with all due respett for the 
good intentions of the individual 
who believes or claims his or her 
is arrested, if the 
safety of a child is concerned 
something more than uncle’s, sis- 
ter’s, grandmother’s or father’s 
belief or claim is heeded. The 
advice and opinion of a physician 
who knows the patient’s or form- 
er patient’s condition should be 
sought. 

Of course anyone with arrest- 
ed tuberculosis always will keep 
more or less under the observa- 
tion of his or her physician for 
his or her own sake. 


Effervescent Singer at the Opera

EXT to a freshly fizzing bottle 
Ne seltzer, Christina Carroll is 

the most effervescent thing in 
town at the moment. Interview- 
ing this super-charged soprano, 
who was “Nina Rosa” and will be 
“Rose Marie” next week in the 
Muny Opera play of the same 
name, is a simple matter for any- 
one fairly adept at leaping rapids, 
detonating land mines, or juggling 
a glass of water on the end of a 
broom, Those less agile and quick 
of reflex might possibly get lost 
as her conversation leaps nimbly 
from Gounod to goulash, Verdi to 
vermicelli, and back again to the 
advantages of putting your hair 
up in pin curls dtring the day. 

No dizzy diva, in spite of this 
ack-ack rapid-fire conversation, 
Christina Carroll, who wrote in 
her grammar school Book of Am- 
bitions that she intended being an 
opera singer, moved swiftly and 
surely toward this goal from the 
age of 16 when she left college 
until 21 when-she signed her con- 
tract with the Metropolitan Opera. 

“T was one of the very few who 
have ever come into the Met with 
operatic training,” she explained. 
„I'd sung in every opera company 
in the country and had appeared 
in 12 different leading roles, so 
of course the background helped 
a lot.” 

Christina’s entire cradle-to-con- 
tract background helped toward 
her operatic career. Born in 
Tinca, Romania, though her fam- 
ily (originally named Karoly) 
moved to this country when she 
was 2, she was brought up in an 
atmosphere of Hungarian folk 


songs which are still a sort of 


vocal side line with her. 

“I’ve always sung, as long as I 
can remember,” she says, “and 
when I first started to study they 
told me I had a naturally placed 
voice, and the vocal teacher 
wouldn’t have to fiddle around 
with it much, just tell me what 
not- to do. I really studied voice 


“only three years all together, but 


I also studied piano, violin, danc- 
ing, harp and languages.”

WAS on the Bowery in New 
| ror last night—and it is still 

the Bowery. But for months 
now there have been more young

Because they 
have poured into seaboard ports, 
particularly New York City, look- 
ing for jobs on ships. Some are 
unhappy over work and housing 
conditions in their home towns. 
Others have a wanderlust arouséd 
but unsatisfied.

I SPENT most of the evening 
in the famous old Bowery Mis 
sion. George Bolton, the super- 
intendent, came to the Bowery 
20 years ago, a down-and-out 
gambler who had behind him only 
tragic memories. Now he's reach- 
ing down a strong hand to lift 
men from where he once was, 

I heard a dynamic talk 4rom 
Clarence Hall, who was a war eor- 
respondent in the Pacific, and 
editor of the servicemen’s journal 
“The Link.” Hall talked about 
the greatest of all “miracles’—a 
new life for old and broken men, 
or for young and broken men. 
Later when George Bolton ex- 
tended the invitatio five men 
quickly came forward to accept it. 
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BUT THE principal thing about 
last night was what a young man 
gaid in his personal “testimony.” 
He was a paratrooper with the 
Sand, with a record of 32, jumps, 
six major campaigns and three 
wounds. They sent him home to 
die and his homecoming wasn't 
the “ticker-tape Broadway” va- 
riety.

NGE biscuit# are one of the 
0* stocrats of the big biscuit 

family. But some rules must 
be @bserved in their making if 
they are superior in appearance 
and eating quality. First, ample 
sauce is needed for beautiful 
glaze and characteristic flavor. 
The sauce must be rich in sugar 
to obtain the necessarily high 
temperature that develops rich 
amber and brown color. Fine bis- 
cult dough is essential. A bak- 
ing plan of right size and depth 
is a must. Enough space must be 
allowed for biscuits to stand apart 
for the sauce to bubble up around 
sides and to rise enough to close 


together and brown perfectly on 


top. Like other biscuits, they must 
be served the instant they come 
out of oven to be their best. 
Orange Pinwheel Biscuits. 
Two tablespoons butter, one-half 
cup orange juice, one-half cup 
sugar, one teaspoon grated orange 


„rind, two cups all purpose flour, 


three teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
to one-third cup shortening, three- 
ore to seven-eighths cup of 
mil 


Combine butter, orange juice, 
one-half cup sugar and grated 
rind, and heat just until butter 
melts and mixture is well blended. 
Pour into a baking pan measuring 
about 6 by 10 by 2 inches. Make 


the biscuit dough by sifting flour, 


measuring and resifting three 
times with baking powder and 


„Salt. Add shortening, cut in with 


pastry blender or two knives until 
the mixture has consistency from 
that of coarse corn meal to that 
of rice grains. Add the milk all 
at once and stir briskly with a 
fork until the dry ingredients are 
thoroughly dampened. Dough will 
stiffen up rather suddenly and 
should not ‘be stirred after it 
stiffens. Turn dough out into 
lightly floured board. Knead 
quickly and lightly eight to 10 
times. Roll out biscuit dough 
three-eights-inch thick, in a 9 by 
12-inch rectangle, and _ sprinkle 
with the two tablespoons sugar 
and cinnamon mixed together. 
Roll as for jelly roll and cut into 
10 equal slices. Lay slices close 
together in the orange syrup, cut 
side down. Bake in a hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) for 20 to 25 min- 
uates, until golden brown. Makes 
10 biscuits.
